It’s the Allies’ Job 

A member of the British House of Com- 
mons wants the Allied leaders to issue a 
call to the people of Germany, inviting 
them to put an end to the war. 

That would be a humane gesture, but 


nothing more. It would simply be inviting 


the unarmed German civilians to rebel 
against the Nazi machine, smash it, and 
hand over Hitler and his gang of boodlers 
and militarists to the Allies. There is no 
reason to suppose the civilians could do 
that. There is no convincing evidence that

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they would do it if they could. So far as 
outsiders know Hitler is still the idol as 
well as the master, people he led 
into the crusade for world conquest and 
universal plunder. 

The necessary Allied objective is not to 
secure an early and easy end of the war; 
but to make a complete and final end of 
Hitlerism and the Prussian militarism of 
which it is only the present-day instru- 
ment. The sooner that can be done the 

etter, but the essential thing is that it be 
done thoroughly. 

It can only be done by making the Ger- 
man people understand that whoever tries 
to lead them along the path to war is their 
deadly enemy and should be dealt with by 
themselves before he becomes powerful 
enough to be dangerous. Since the days of 
Bismarck they have been taught to believe 
that greatness and riches and glory were 
to be gained by the sword. Hitler and his 
Nazis merely capitalized that latent belief 
and set it into action again. 

When enough people in Germany be- 
come convinced that pd death and mis- 
ery can be gained by aggression they will 
then be strong peti fen to break the tyr- 
anny that now holds them in its grip, and 
will have the will to do so. At present 
there are no signs that they have either 
the strength or the will. Nor is there any 
reason to expect they will have either un- 
til Germany has been treated as it treated 
Holland and Belgium and France and 
Greece and Russia. The Allies will have to 
smash the Nazi machine. There is no pros- 
pect that the German people would do it 
in response to any Allied call.
